CARLSRULE, August 26.

The bombardment of Strasbourg contioned
all Wednesday night. A large patt of the clta-
del and the arsenal has been destroyed. Many

fires have broken out in Lhe city.
The Fight at Stenay.
CARLSRUBR, August 26.

Heuvy fighting commenced at Stenay last
night, ten miles from Montmedy, in the direc-
tion of Bonsiers, The Prussiuns cut the road
between Clamanges and Lamorielly. The
gates of Montmedy were closed, but an assault
wes momentarily expected,

Latest Reports from Paris,
Paris, Augnst 26,

The bakerles were visited yesterduy to see

The committee of the Corps Leglalatlf pro-

The Slege of Etrasbourg.
MENDELHEIM, August 26.

The bombardment of Strasbourg has béen
incessant since Tuesday. The walls are terri- |
bly battered, and several magazines have ex-
ploded in the clty and forts. Fires have also
occurred In different places. The Prussian
loss has been trifiing. Their advanced posts,
with the slege train, are within 660 yards of
the walls. <

The French Papal Legion.

The conduct of the French Legion on de-
manding thelr return to France was so menac-
ing that the Pope dismissed them,

A Big French Iron-clad Ram.
DovER, August 26.

A formidable lron-clad ram, carrylng two
enormous guns, and salling undzr the French
flag, steamed eastward to-day.

A fugitive from Woerth and avolding
Metz, he passed through the Vosges to Chal-
ons, where he was reintorced by the Guard
Mobile and recruits. His obvious alm is to
chéck the Crown Prince in his march on
Paris.
gAffecting a disregard for MeMahon, the
Crown Prince passed Chalons, moving on Me-
Mahon's flank and offering him battle, which
was declined by McMahon, who retrealed to
Rhelms, leaving Chalons to the Prussiana,
Since then Rbelms it .0 was sbandoned, the
obvious motive throughout being to avoid a
Agnt, The Prussians use the rallroad Irom
Lunneville to & polnt near Strasbourg for the
transportation of their wounded. McMahon
and Bazalne are still without communication
with Paris,

The Pruselan cavairy occupy Doulrant, and
their cuirasseurs are encamped 2t Strieng.

Advices from Madrid state thal three Repub-
lican special deputies have gone to Parls to
watch events, and will open communications
with the French Republicans, with the view of
establishing a mutue! course of action in the
two countries.

THE REIGN OF SILENCE—TEHE RITUATION IN
TWO WORDS—A GENERAL STATEMENT.
Pan1s, August 23,

A speclal dispatch to the Courrier des Etats
Unls says =
The sprightly element of Parisian people ac-
commodates itsell with difculty to the reign
of sllence which the minlsiry imposes on us.
S0 many blunders wers commiited in the
openipg of this war ‘hat il is feared this
change in the policy of Conunt Palikao only
conceals some new misteke. It woild be easy
to dissipate this impression, but it would not
be right, and no one wishes to do it. Isaw lo-
day part of a dispatch from Bazaine, which the
Minister of War communicated to the Corps
Legislntil, It waa couched in general terms,
but could never have come from a conguered
man, or one doubtful of success. Bazaine
wishes to leave Metz, but he was not able. On
his glde, the enemy, in retarn, wished to seize
and cut his communleations with Parls, nor
did be succeed any better, '

This ig In two words the sitnation and ex-
planation of the recenl engagemcnts, We
have sustained severc and heavy losses, it Is
sald, but those of the enemy have been enor-
mons and ont of all proportion to the merely
negative advantage which he has gained. We
are senaing forward relnforcements constant-
1y, but this ie done without weskenlny the de-
fence of the capital, Every day 16,000 or 20,-
000 conscripts set ont for Champagpe. This
morning two battallons of the Gurde Mobile,
from Brittany and Normandy, lelt by rallroad
for Ardennes. 1 must admit that they are
very poorly armed. Their guns were the old
muzzle loaders and they were without uni-
forms, hut they were brave and etalwart fel-
lows. Here there is nv abatement of patriot-
fgm, while the work on the fortifications goes
on. The National Guard, and even young
men from the sehools and lycenms, drillin the
maoual of arms. Every day 15,060 men are
drilled in field evolutions :n the Champ de

Mars.

At the Corps Legislatil there Is nothing of
great importance. The action of the newly
created committee of defence Is, however, re-
viewed and considerably criticlsed. I saw the
Minister of Marine a8 he came from to-day's
sesslon, He is silent like the others, neverthe-
less he gave thuse around him to understand
that be expected very soon to hear good news
from the feet.

THE BATTLE OF GRAVELOIIE.

Full nnd Detailed Account=VIivid De-
scription by a Tribune Correspondent
who Witnessed it Throughout=One
of the Grentest Eattles of JModern
Times.

The following detailed acconnt of the great
Lattle nf Gravelotte, on Thursday, August 18,
was telegraphed via London by the correspon-
dent of the New York Tribune, who witnessed
the baitle at headquarters, and stood by the
side o Blsmarsk and Klog Willlam :

THE WOUXDED AT PONT-1-MOUSSON.

The first realizatlon we had ot Pont-a-Mous-
son—where I found myseit on the 17th—et the
extent to which fighting had been going on at
the [ront, on Sunday and Tuesday, was from
the coming in of wounded men. At firstit
was surmised that these had been wounded In
skivmishes. Buton the 16th, late jn the eve-
ning, there were signs that the work was be-
coming warm. On that evening soldlers with
ghestly wounds walked about the market-
place o Pont-a-Moneson, surrounded by eager
groups of their newly-arrived comrades, and
told & story of disuster. Poor fellows! It
surely was disaster to them, borne awny as
they ind been trom the field without having
heard of any result. I stood among these
groups, and the narratives of the men ell
amounted to this: That they had been sent to
confront & much larger force than thelr own,
and that the!r divizion had been cut up. I was
struck by Lhe fact that, though there wes some,
dissatlsfiction suggested by thelr tooe of
voice, I heard no word uttered by narrators or
listeners which nccused any one. They dwelt
rather on the fact that they had dealt a heavy
blow, on the 14th, and that the Tenth Divi-
sion, though it had as an available organiza-
tion been demolished, had sold 1its life dearly.

On the 17th the wounded of the preceding
day began to pour into Pont-a-Mousson. They
were brought In In long, uncovered grain-
carts, lylog upon hay. m my window,
which overlooked the maln street and also
commanded a view of the market-place, I
counted more than ninety of these long carts,
each holding on an average about ten men, Tt
was strange to gee them as they passed be-
tween files of French citizens unable to con-
ceal thelr joy, on tbe one hand, and Prussian
soldlers on the other. But now came the other
gide of the account. The streets began to
gwarm with other wagons with other wound-
ed, wearers of red trousers. Now and then
came a batch of unwounded prisoners. At
length there arrived a carriage with a French

eneral. 1t was followed by a vdst crowd of

ench, and for o llitle Ume it seemed as if
there might be a collision between the Inhabl-
tants and Prussians, so earnest were the de-
monstrations of the populace. But it was now
at least evident that the struggle was very serl-
ous at the front, AL midnight of the 17th, or
a little after, all the trumpets for miles around
began to sound, This was the frsttime we
had been startled by such wild muslc. Trampet
answered to trumpel through all Lbe bivoulcs
around the little city.

MARCHINO TO THE FHONT.

The troops had been passing through almost
continnally for severul days previously; but
new the tramp through every street and by-
way made betwween midnizht and dawno & per-
petnal rvar. Hastily dressing, [ ran ount joto
the darkness, and managed to gets seat on &
wagon that was going Ih the direction of the
front, now nnderstood to be a mile or to be-
vond the villaze of Gorze, some twelve mlles
Trom Pont-a-Mousson. On our way we met &
considerable butch of French prisoners, who
were looked upon with considerable euriosity
by the continnous line of German soldiers
with whowm we advanced, but only one or two
offensive crles toward the prisoners were
beard. The way was so blocked wiih
wagons Lhat T finally concluued I could
better do the six oOr seven miles re-
malning on Ioot. So I gotout of my wagon
and began to walk and run swiftly ahead. At
Mouvieut on the Moselle, about half way to
Metz, I found vast bodles of cavalry—uhlans
and hussars—crossing the river by a pontoon
bridge, and hurryiie at the top of thelr speed
toward Gorze. Quickenlmg myown steps, 1
first heard the thunder of the cannonade, seem-
ingly coming from the heart of a range of hills

on the right. Passing through the village and
ascending the high ;ﬁn.ln beugund,. I found my-
gelf snddenly in aﬂmt:a fleld,'strewn thickly,
as far as my eye eould reach, with dead bodles.
In one or two of the fleld companles were
gtill burylng the dead, chiefly the*Prussians.
The French, belng necessarily buried last,
were still Iying in vast numbers on the ground.
A few or-those that I saw were not yet dead.
As I hurried on, a splendid regiment of cav-
alry came up from behind me, and when they
reached the brow of the hiil they all broke out
with a wild hurrah and dashed ferward. A
few raore steps and I galned the summit, and
saw the scene which.had evoked their cry, and
seemed to thrill even thelr horses, .

THE BATTLE-FIELD.

It would be difficult to imagine o grander
battle-fleld. From the hill _abgi wh!chgli had
been directed by good authority to come, the
entire sweep of the Prussian and French cen-
tres could be seen, and & considerable part of
thelr wlufa. The l.zlpot where I stgod was
fearful. It was amid ghastly corpses, and the
ailr was burdened with the stench of dead
horses, of which'there were great numbers, I
was standing on the battle-fleld of the 16th—
the Prusslan side thereof. On the left streteh-
ed like a allver thread tke road to Verdun—
to Paris, also—for the possession of which
this serfes of battles had begun. It was,
between the lines of poplars which
stood against the horizon on my lett; and on,
as far as the eye could reach, toward Metz
with military arity, strung on thia road
like deads, were the pretty villages, each with
ite charch tower, all of which are really only
a hindred yards apart. althopgh they have
geparate names—Mars-La-Tour, Flavigny, ‘&
{ittl¢ south of the road, Vionvﬂle, Rezonvllle
and Gravelotte, which is divided into Great and
Little Gravelotte. On my right were the thickly-
wooded hills behind which lies the most lm-

ortant village of the neighborhood, which I

ad just lett_Gorze. So environed was the
foreground ot the battle, which should, one
wopld say, be called tbe Battle of Gravelotte,
for it was mainly over and around that devoted
little town that it raged. The area I bave in-
dicated Is perhaps four miles sqnare.

SPECTATORS OF THE BATTLE.

1 arrived just as the battle waxed warm. It
was about noon of the 18th, The headquarters
of the King of Prussia were then at the spot
which I have described. The great represen-
tative men of Prussia, soldlers end statesmen,
were standing on the ground watching the
conflict Just begun, Among them I recognized
the King, Blsmarck, Gen. Von Moltke, Prince
Frederick Charles, Prince Carl, Prince Adal-
bert and Adjutant Kranski. Lieutenant-Gene-
ral Sheridan, of the United States army, was
also present. At the moment the French were
making a most desperate effort to hold on to
the Jast bit of the Verdun road—that between
Rezonville and Gravelotte, or the part of Grave-
lotte which In some maps 18 called St. Marcel,
The struggle was desperale, but unavalling, for
every one man in the French arm&r had two to
cope with, and thelr line was already begloning
to waver. Soon it was plain that this wing,
the French rlﬁht was withdrawing 10 Q new
position.. This was swiftly taken up under
cover of n continuous fire of their artillery
from the helghts beyond the village. The
movement was made in'good order, and the
posltion, which was reached at 1 o'clock and
thirty minutes, wounld, I believe, have 0
pronounced, lmpregnable by nlne out of ten
mllitary men. When once this movement had
been effected, the French retreating from the
Breamm of the Prussian artlllery fire, and the

russians as rapldly advaneing, the battle-field
Was no Iond;;er about Rezonvllle, but bad been
sransferred and pushed forward to Gravelotte,
the iunction of the two branching roads to
Verdun. The fields In front of that village
were completely covered by the Prussian re-
servez, and Interminable lines of soldlers were
steadily marching onward, disappearing into
the viliage, and emerging on the other side of
It with flaming volleys.

THIS SECOND DATTLE-FIELD

was less extensive than the first, and brought
the opposing forces iuto fearfully close quar-
ters, ‘I'he pecullarity of !t is that it consists of
two helghts, Intersected by & deep ravine,
This woody ravine i3 over one hundred fiet
deep. and at the top some three hundred yards
witle. The side of the chasm rpext Lo Grave-
lotze, where the Prussians stood, is mueh lower
thun the other gide, which gradually ascends
ton great height. From their commanding
eminence the French held their enemies fairly
beneath them, and ponred upon them scorch-
ing fire. The French guns were In position
far up by the Metz romf hidden and covered
among the trees. There was not an Instant's
cessation of the roar. Easily distingulshable
amid all was the curlous grunting roll of the
mitraillenr. The Prusslan artillery was post-
ed to the morth and south of the vlllage, the

s on the latter side being necessarily ratsed
or an awkward half vertical fire, !

THE CARNAGE.

The French stood their ground and dled—
the Prussians stood their ground and died—
both by hundreds, I had almost said thousands.
Thig, for an houror two Lhat seemed ages, 2o
constant was the slaughter, The bill where 1
stood commanded chiefly the confliet behind
the village and to the south of it. The Prus-
sian relnforcements, coming up on thelr right,
flled out ot the Bofs des 5gnons; and it was
at thet point as they marched on to the fleld
that one could perhaps get the best idea
of the magnitnde of this invading army now
in the heart of France. There wes no break
whatever for four hours in the march of men
out of that wool, It seemed almost as ifall
the killed and wounnded revived and came
back and marched forth again. Birnam Wood
advanecing to Dunsinane Aill was not a more
ominous sight to Macbeth than these men of
General Goeben's army to Bazalne, shielded as
they were by the woods till they were falrly
within range and reach of their enemies’ guns.
S0 the French must have felt; for between 4
and 5 o'clock, they concentraled upon that
spot thelr heaviest re, massing sll available
gnua‘ and shelling the woods unremittingly.

'he fire reached the Prussian linesand tore
throngh them;ani though the men were sready,
it was a test Lo which no general cares to sub-
ject hils troops I"“F' They presently swerved
2 little from that [ine of advance, and there
was no longer a continuous column of nfantry
pouring out of those woods.

THE PRUSSIANS RECEIVE A CHECE.

The attack of the Pruesians In the centre
was clearly checked. About 5 o'clock, how-
ever, a bn;énla.de of fresh infantry was agaln
formed in the wood and emerged from ilg
cover. Once out from under the trees, they
advanced at double gnick. I watched Lhelr
movement. The French guns had not lost the
range of the wood, nor of the ground in front.
Seen et a distance, through a powerful gliass,
the brigade was a huge serpent bending with
the undulation of the field. But it left a dark
track behind it. and the glass resolved the
dark track into talling and dying and dead
men. As the horrid significance of that path,
80 traced. came upon me, I gazed on more in-
tently. Many of those who Tad fallen leaped
up again and ran forward & little way, siriving
still to go on with their comrades. Of those
who went backward Instead of forward there
were few, though many fell as they paintully
endeavored to follow the advance,

1 do not know whether, after the valn effort
of that brigade, another movement was ul-
tempted from within the wood. But half an
hour aiterward great numbers of trovps begen
to mareh over the hill where I was siacding,
and moved forwurd toward the fleld where 80
hord o strggle bad been so long protracted,
These nlso were, I think, & portion of General
Goeben's troops, who had been directed upon
o less dangerous ronte.

TIMELY ARRIVAL OF STEINMETZ.

The battle from this polnton the Prossian
Jelt became so fierce that It was soon lost Lo
us, or oearly lost, by reason of the smoke.
Now end then the thick cloud would epena
little and drift away on the wind, and then
we could see the French sorely tried. Toget
a better view of this part ot the field, I went
forward ubout halfa mile, sod from this new
stand-point, found mysell not tar from Mal-
malson. The French line on the hills was
alill uobroken, and to all appearances Lbhey
were having the best of the battle. But this
appearance was due, perhaps, to the fact that
the French were more clearly visible in their
broad helght, and fixhting with such singular
obstinacy. Thcgr glslntg silenced a Prussian
battery now and then. But the Prusslun line
nlso was strengibeoed by degrees on Lhig
northern point. Infantry and artlllery were
brought up, and from far in the rear, away
seemingly In the direction of Verneville, shot
and shell bei&u reaching the French ranks.
These were the men and thege were the guns
of Stelnmelz, who there and then effected hig
Junction with the army of Prince Frederick
Charles, and completed the investment of
Metz to the northwest,

With relnforcements for the Prussians thue

s e
contiaually arriving on both
the Dattle grew more andsﬁg: rog:-lg:ma
There could be no doubt that the Frenoh el
understood the meanlng of the new mavea
ments of the Prussians, and of the gradnal de..
velopment of their line to the north.’ E

THE FRENCIH OUTFLANKED,

Steinmetz was able to extend his line grad-
nally further and further until the French were -
outflanked and began to be threatened, as it
appeared, with an attack on the rear of their
extreme right wing. So long as the smoke
from the Prusslan guns hovered only over
thelr front, the French clung to thelr position.
The distance from headguarters to where the,
Prugsian flank attack stretched forward was
great, and, to add to the difficulty of clearly
seeing the battle the darkness was coming on.
I know not how long the French held out, nor
at -what preclse moment the Prussian onset
became’ irresistible. 'What T saw was this:
The puffs of smoke from the Freneh guns
mingled with the flashes, brightening as the
darkness incressed;: receded y. - The
plilars of clond cnd flame from the north as
graduglly and st:adily.approached. With that
advance the Freach every moment w
more glack. It was not far from 9 o’gg';:k
when the ground was ylelded fimally on the
north, and the last shots fired on that terrible
evening were heard in that direction. .

ASNXIETY AT HEADQUARTERS,

But to go back mow to the movements of
'tl'?el}{[ingg' an;l those :imt.;]ol? at headquarters,
ng's face, as he s z upon the
battle-field, had somethin, slg?etmﬁ tive In
il}'ls He hardly sald a word, but I noticed that
attention was divided between the exclting '
&cenes In the distance and the dismal scene
nearer his feet, where they were just begin-
ning what must yet be a long task—to bury -
the French who fell in Tu 's battle. On
nhg? he gazed silently and, I thought, sadly.

: unt Bismarck -conld uot conceal hisex-
ch:ement and anxiety. If It had not been for
the King, the Couat would clearly have gone
forward where the fighting was, His tower-
lngal'orm was always a little in advance of the

re

When the French completely gave up their
hold upon the road” uppto Gravelotie, the
horses of the headquarters’ party were hudg
called, and the entire party ‘mouuting, wi
the King at thelr head, dashed down to & polnt
not very farfrom the village. Then shoute
and cheers arose, and followed them wherever
they passed.

A CAVALRY CHARGE.

A little afler 4 o'clock a atrange episode oc-
curred; From the region where Stelnmetz was
supposed to be a muagnificent regiment of cav-
alry galloped out. They paused a moment at
the poiat where the Confians road joins that
to Metz, Then they dashed up the road to-
ward Metz. This road between Gravelotte
and St. Huberts 1S cut through the hill, and on
each side ol it rige cliffs from forty to sixty feet
high, except at the polnt where it traverses
the deep ravine behind the village. When it
Is remembered that atthe tlme the cnlmina-
ting point to which that road ascends was held
_by the French, it will not be wondered at that
only halt’ that regiment survived. What the
survlvors accomplished I do not know, nor
could I learn the name and numberof that
regiment which seemed to meet its fate under
the eyes ol the King. The situatiow hardly ad-
mitted asking many queations, but they plunge
into that deep cut on the hiliside, where next
‘day T saw many of them and thelr horses Iy-
ing, was of that brave, nnhesitating, unfalter-
In;rr kind which iz =0 characteristic of German
soldlers, among whom stragzlers and desert-
ers seem to be absolutely unknown.

MYSTERIOVS BEINFORCEMENTS,

I mnst record also what seemed an Inexpli-
cable thing, The army of Prince Frederick
Charles was fizhting lard, and suffering, it
was only too plain, heavily, From this army.
division’ after division had been taken and
valnly sent egainst the French centre. A por-
tion of the Prince’s numerous reserves had
been diminished to an important extent in the -
engagements of the ldth and 16th Instants.
Moreover, a conslderable part of his army re-
quired rest, and two divisions—one certalnly—
were in need of reorzunization before they
could again become efficlent on & fleld of bat-
tle. Yer, at one time, it seemed that every
division and brizgade and regiment was
likely to be called .into action, The
losses in the centre and & the massing
of great forces for a fresh attack on the
French right flank, left the Verdun road
itself at one time almost uncovered—the very
road for possession of which the Prussians
were fighting. At a moment that for these
reasons seemed critical, there apgmred onthe .
deld, oceapying grounti before held by & por-
tion ot the forces of Prince Frederick les,
a large body of troops. They moved into posi~
tion under the eyes of the Kiﬂf yet neither
the King nor any of his stafl co d account for
their appearance. They passed the II.;lmlnr. which
in the morning had been tite royal headquar-
ters. Their march was begun at the time I
have mentloned, and their advance did not
cease Ul dark. But the mystery that hunz
over them was not dispelled. Whose was this
new army? Whence did it come? The staff
insisted "that @&t the point whence It
moved there were, or at any rate ought
to be, no troops of the armies of
elther Steinmetz or of Prince Frederick
Charles. The rumor began and spread among
.he group of men who surrounded the Klng
that this fresh, mysterious foree was o part of
the army of the Crown Prince, and that a new
junction had been expected. I know of no
reason to suppose thls true, Doubtless the
staft soon cleared up the matter to their own
sallsfiectlon, but It Lappened that [ was away
in another part of the fleld before the riddle
was solved. That there ever could have been
any doubt about the identity of so greata
body of men arrivinz on so greata battle-
field, illustrates the difficulty with which even
the most eminent officers follow the move-
ments of forcea over broken and wooded
ground, I nolonger wondered that to me the
same task was almost an impossibliity.

In any event it cannot be doubted that the
presence ol that largze body of men made jtsels
felt upon the fortuneeof the fleld. They were
vigible to the French as well as to us. Here
was another example of the moral effect that
maybe'and so often s exerted In battle by mass-
es of men whose presencels known fo the
enemy, but who may not fire a shot in the ao-
tual conflict. From their line of march, It 18
clear that the divisions were finally posted &
little In the rear and on the leit ot the Prus-
glan cenlre at the time when the attacks =0
long directed nst the key of the French
lines had ceased—in fact had falled for the
time. [t was posslble that the French, having
suffered fur less in holding their gronad than
the Prussians in autacking, mi;fhc have ad-
vanced in thelr turn and have undertakena
vigzorous offensive movement. It they had
any such purpose, It is uot unlikely that they
abandoned it on slght of the Prussian rein-
forcements.

Instead of advancing, the Fremch now con-
tented themselves with the mere occupation of
the ground to which earller Inthe day they
had been driven back. At no time did they
serlously strive to regain the westerumnost line
of hilla which had been theirs in the mornling.
At no time did they recover or seek to recover
by any vizorous forward movement to the
junction of the roads at Gravelotte. From ¥
1o 8 the welght of the batue tended more and
more to the north of the road. There was 2
lull, the meaning of which the French failed -
apparently to interpret. By 7 they may have
believed themselves partly victorlons. They
were stlll perhaps in condition to renew on the
morrow the struggle that had gone on all day
for that fated road from Metz to Yerdun. II
they had not zained the road or the battle,
they hed not clearly lostthe latter. Two hours
later, they had lost both.

A BLAZING HOUBE ILLUMINES THE FINALE,
